Paul’s mother died when he was 
a year old. 

“I never remarried, but devoted 
my life to my children,” recalls 
Isidor. “I was a paperhanger, 
but what little money I could save 
went to help Paul threugh col- 
lege.” 

It was a struggle, but the whole 
family encouraged Paul to con- 
tifiue his scientific educatien.

In 1883, the diphtheria bacillus 
was discovered by Edwin Klebs, 
and six years later Emil von 
Behling found that an antitoxin 
for this disease could be produced 
in the blood of animals injected 
with a toxin. Bela Schick was 
still a child of 13 at the time, and 
a proper campaign against diph- 
theria was not possible until his 
own discovery of the test that 
bears his name in 1913.

OR a redblooded young American, interested—as who is not?—

I noticed that in some TV 
advertising by “Swifting,” which 
is nothing else but lard, that the 
word is not mentioned once, but 
is referred to as “shortening.”

With almost no history of democracy 
behind them, the Arabs in the U.'S. find 
it difficult to comprehend freedem of 
speech, their first reaction to what they 
Cisagree with is the reaction of all un- 
Gemocratic people. They simply cannot 
recognize that when the Jews of the U.'S. 
go to Washington or otherwise seek te 
register their views with their represent- 
atives, they carry out not only their pre. 
rogaiives as Americans, but also their duty 
as members of a free society. 

This incident points up the Arabs’ mis- 
understanding of democracy as we knew 
it. 


Solid Little Israel 


ITH all the experience the United 

States has had with rebellions and 
revolts in the Central America, it would 
seem the frequent uprisings in the Middle 
East would shock the U. S. state depart- 
ment. 

Israel may not be at the beck and call 
of our state department, but Israel has 
very many balancing factors which, if the 
state department is sincerely interested in 
bringing democracy and its blessings to 
that part of the world, it must recognize. 

Israel has had two changes in govern- 
ment, and one change in leadership, al- 


though the Mapai has continued its domin- 
ance.

Home, which is affiliated with the 
Federation of Jewish Philanthro- 
pies of New York, I believe that 
our experience is quite signifi- 
cant. Beth Abraham Home, 
which is a strictly kosher instl- 
tution and cares for over 165 
aged persons among its 318 resi- 
dents, receives substantial sup- 
port from Federation. 


The advertisement aims to 
Jeave the impression in the mind 
of the reader that Federation is 
antagonistic to kashrut and fa- 
vors “treifa” institutions. I know 
that several homes which ob- 
serve kashrut have been invited 
to affiliate with Federation but 
have refused, preferring to do 
‘their own fund raising, 


I was privileged to hear Dr. 
Hexter, the Executive vice-presi- 
deht of Federation address mem- 
bers of the board and executive 
directors of the Jewish Homes at 
a meeting several weeks ago 
(express) his regret that none of 
these homes have accepted Fed- 
eration’s invitation to join the 
wonderful Federation family. 

Nothing in our _ experience 
with Federation since our affili- 


ation in 1946 bears out the con- 
tention that Federation discrim- 
inates against kosher institu- 
tions. Federation has consistent- 
ly stimulated advanced and im- 
proved programming for the care 
of our residents and has been 
very generous in providing the 
funds for these purposes, There 
are several kosher hospitals in 
the Federation family, and there 
has never been the slightest sug- 
gestion of discrimination in Fed- 
eration’s attitude to them.
